In the Office Action of November 2, 2004, the Examiner requested an election of 
species (not a restriction). In response, Applicants elect Species A (Figure 4) . Figure 4 is a 
diagram of a shift pattern for a power-on upshift in a shift control method. An embodiment 
of the shift control method itself, and not merely the upshifting in a power-on state, is 
described in relation to Figures 3A and 3B. 

Dependent claims 7-15 relate to upshifting in a power-on state, and, therefore relate 
to Figure 4 (Species A). Similarly, dependent claims 21-23 relate to downshifting in a 
power-on state, and, therefore relate to Figure 5 (Species B); dependent claims 24-33 relate 
to upshifting in a power-off state, and, therefore relate to Figure 6 (Species C); and 
dependent claims 16-20 and 34-41 relate to downshifting in a power-off state, and, therefore 
relate to Figure 7 (Species D). All of these claims have at least one common independent 
claim, namely claim 6. In light of Applicants election of Species A, and the identification 
of claims 7-15, dependent claims 21-23, 24-33, 16-20 and 34-41 are withdrawn at this time. 
However, Applicants retain their rights to reintroduce claims 21-23, 24-33, 16-20 and 34-41 
should the Examiner allow a generic claim. 

Moreover, Applicants respectfully disagree with the Examiner that there is no 
generic claim linking the various species shown in Figures 4-7. Independent claim 6 is 
common to all of the claims that relate to Figures 4-7. Independent claim 6 does not require 
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specific upshifting or downshifting, but rather claims the invention more generically. 
Accordingly, independent claim 6 is a generic claim. Similarly, claims 1-5 and 42-44 also 
do not require specific upshifting or downshifting and also claim the invention generically.
